He said that the purpose of the insti- 
tute was to awaken the farmer to the 
possibilities of the agricultural industry. 

"It ia due to the farmer," said he, 
'■that the country ia now in its present 
splendid financial condition. He goes 
along in the even tenor of his way pro- 
ducing those crops that bring to the na- 
tion its greatest wealth and prosperity. 
Better farming and methods that pro 
duce larger crops with an expenditure 
of the same amount of energy add to the 
wealth producing power of the nation." 

After Mr. Blanford's address a motion 
was made and seconded that J. D. Ba» 
bage be made secretary of the conven- 
tion. The motion was carried and he 
was installed as secretary of the meeting.

Crosses art not desirable. It is better 
to handle thoroughbred stock.

Those 
weighing from lfiO to 176 pounds bring 
the highest prices. The drat 176 Bounds

Diseases among swiue destroy profits. 
The bast methods of keeping herds 
tree iron disuse it the "ounoa ol pre- 



vention." Hog cholera is the most in- 
fective and the most disastrous disease 
that oftl 'uts swiue. Tube free from its 
ravages the hog range, whether a pen 
yard, or field, should be kept clean and 
wholesome, i-'eeding hogs in dirt and 
filth is the worat thing that can he done. 
Impure water is another means of 
spreading the disease as it contains the 
germs. Hogs should, above all things, 
have pure water, a clean place to feed 
and rang-. If your neighbor's hogf 
have the cholera, do not go near them. 
There ih no sure cure for the disease. 
Burn your corn cobs. They are good for 
the hogs if fed in that state. They aid 
digestion and give a better appetite. 
Salt and ashes are great things for feed- 
ing. 

Make a box about two feet square and 
fill it with a gallon or two of salt and 
ashes. This, if kept handy, will keep 
your herd free of the cholera. 

If your hogs are sfllicted with kidney 
worms apply turpentine on the back and 
feed live or six grains of arsenic in the 

If your swine are troubled with tonsi- 
litis or quinsy salts given freely is a good 
remedy. 

J. L Henrv said ho had drenched 
hogs afflicted in this manner, with good 
results, Another farmer said that in at- 
tempts g to dieuch hogs he had killed 

Mr. Robinson thsn gave the following 
advice : "Never throw a hog on his 
back to drench him. Put a slip noose 
over his nose and draw him over a 
beam." He said that thumps in pigs was 
due to a lack of exercise and can be cur- 
ed with Indiun turnip mixed with sweet 
milk. Where swine are troubled with 
vermin they can be freed of them by the 
liberal sprinkling of four or five gallons 
of warm water with a strong solution of 
kerosene and soft soap.

Dr. I*. W. Foote, who is the most suc- 
cessful dairy farmer in this portion of 
the Ohio valley, gave a very instructive 
talk on eiloe.

for fertilizing, a very important consider- 
ation. D costs but little to erect a silo 
and the expense of putting up ensilage 
is comparatively small.

Prof. A. M. Miller, the State Geologist, 
then give a talk on the soil and rock 
formation. He advised the farmer to 
study his soil and explained the relatione 
of geology to farming. 

With the aid of a lnap.Professor Millar 
pointed out the|differentgeological strata 
of this and Meade county, and also ex- 
plained the nature of the soil. He com- 
plimented those who attended the insti- 
tute, and said it was the most intelligent 
gathering of the class that he had ever 
seen. He had (heard more of scieutifi.: 
methods of farming at this institute than 
at any other.

Prof. Johnson Advises Patron- 
izing Home Nurseries. 

Prof. M. F. Johnson, a famous horti- 
culturist, and the owner of "Fern Creek" 
farm, in Jefferson county, gave one of 
the most valuable talks of the meeting 

He spoke of the small fruit producing 
capacity of an acre of land, and it sur- 
prised hia hearers. He advocated the 
planting of twenty-live apple trees to the 
acre, trees to be set forty teet apart. Be- 
tween each tree a peach tree could be 
planted, and the balance of the tract 
could be set out in small fruits, such aa 
strawberries, blackberries, or raspberries. 
This would prevent a wastage of land, 
and would make a profitable arrange- 
ment. 

Prof. Johnson advised farmers who in- 
tended setting out orchards to patroniz 
their home nurseries. It is not advisable 
to send to New Vorl 
trees to be plautad '

E B. Oglesby, of Cloverport, covered 
himself with g ory. He waa called upon 
to give some of hia experiences. 

Mr. OgleaDy produced several samples 
of the soja bean. In plain, terse sei 
tencea he told of its merits. Hs said 
that the soja bean waa one of the i 
valuable of leguminous plants Aa a 
soil tonic it had no auperior. Being rich 
in nitrr g-n ia gave back more to the soil 
than sny other of the fertilising plants. 
It ia better than clover because it can be 
raised in ninety dsjs. He planted bis 
orop in wheat g'oond after cutting the 
grain and devested it in ninety days. It 
would lake clover e year or two to pro- 
duce the same reauts. The soja bean 
is a deep rooted crop and it makes the 
soil friable, producing the same results 
practically aa aubaoiling. It is very pro- 
line and makes not only a generous crap 
ol lol.sge but also of beans The latter 
la a superior stock food and oo account 
of its great proportion of nitrogen ia a 
fins fattener. 

The rapid growth, lis luxuriant foliage 
and its prolific production ol fruit makes

If you want to buy trees that will give 
the beat results g it your stock from your 
home nursery, if the nurseryman ia at 
all honest, be will give you juit wba' 
you want.

Suggested That County Em- 
ploy an Engineer. 

J. P. Brooks, a high-way expert talked 
on "Good Roads " Hs said that there 
was not enough attention paid to 
etriiction or drainage. Good results in 
road building or repairing cannot be ob- 
tained if the highways sre nt properly 
drained. There is only one way to build 
g rod roads and that way is through g*>d 
engineering. 

wsjor Thomas H. Hayes, of Hardin 
county, also spoke on the same lines, 
said that the syBtem of giving magistrates 
charge of road building and repairing 
was a wrong one. The magistrates, are, 
as a rule, honest, conscientious men, but 
they are handicapped by a lack of know- 
ledge of engineering. 

He said it would be more economical 
in the end to employ a competent civil 
engineer at a salary of |150 per month to 
supervise the building end repairing of

These oome generally aa after effects, like those which follow 
scarlet fever and diphtheria in children.

years before the Christian era ; but there 
reason to believe that other cereals, 
such as barley, rice and millet, were not 
cultivated at tbe same time. It ie a 
significant fact that all these cereals, if 
to themselves, lapse back into a wild 
e and become useless a* foodstuffs, 
m this it is plain that they are arti- 
flcal developments of primitive grasses; 
but which of them was tbe first to be so 
developed there ia no means of showing
